Y si no 
ta kap e matanan consciente- 
mente, e candela cu ta cende 
pa traha luga y si sigui asina, 
pronto e jungla original lo 
desaparece.” Y cu e matanan 
lo nifica tambe extincion di 
como 600 especie di animal 
for di faz di mundo.

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Most California workers to stay masked under revised rules 


(AP) — Workers in Cali- 
fornia will have to keep 
their masks on unless ev- 
ery employee in the room 
is fully vaccinated against 
the coronavirus. 


That's the mandate under re- 
vised rules approved Thurs- 
day night by a sharply divid- 
ed California Occupational 
Safety and Health Standards 
Board. The guidelines are 
expected to go into effect by 
June 15 — the same day that 
the state more broadly loos- 
ens masking and other re- 
quirements in social settings 
in keeping with recent feder- 
al health recommendations. 


In the run-up to the board's 
vote, business groups had 
harshly criticized. the new 
rules. Board members made 
1t clear the regulations are 
temporary while they con- 
sider further easing pandem- 
ic rules in coming weeks or 
months. 


Opponents of the mask re- 
quirement for workplaces 
had already suggested that 
Gov. Gavin Newsom could 
use his executive powers to 
override its decision amid 
criticism that the revised 
regulations contrast with his 
promise to lift most pandem- 
ic restrictions on June 15. 





Newsom spokeswoman Erin 
Mellon didn't mention that 
option in a brief statement 
after the vote. She said the 
panel is independent but that 
the governor is "hopeful the 
board will further revise its 
guidance to reflect the latest 
science while continuing to 
protect workers and balanc- 





requirements for employ- 
ers." 
The seven-member board 


that sets standards for Cali- 
fornia’s Division of Occu- 
pational Safety and Health, 
known as Ca/OSHA, is ap- 
pointed by the governor. Any 
further significant overhaul 
would likely take until at least 
August even after the board 
gives Cal/OSHA staff more 
direction, board executive 
officer Christina Shupe told 
the members. 


The board said in a state- 
ment that its changes phase 
out physical distancing re- 
quirements and make other 
changes “to better align with 
the state's June 15 goal” of 
broadly reopening the econ- 
omy. 


Without the changes, the 
current pandemic workplace 
standards would have been 
required until at least Octo- 
ber. But the board said the re- 
strictions aren't needed given 
the low case rate and growing 
number of fully vaccinated 
residents. 


The board initially. rejected 
the revised masking rules for 
employees on a 4-3 vote. But 
members reconsidered when 
they realized that would leave 
employees in workplaces 
subject to the current stan- 
dards that require masks for 
all employees, along with so- 
cial distancing and partitions 
between employees in certain 
circumstances. 





Board members then unani- 
mously adopted the revised 
rules to give a newly appoint- 
ed three-member subcom- 





ing realistic and enforceable 


mittee time to consider more 
changes. 


“We don't want to leave the 
last one in place when this is 
better than that," said board 
chairman David Thomas. 


The board's masks off-again, 
on-again decisions came after 
major business groups and 
dozens of individuals spent 
hours urging the board to 
further lift pandemic regula- 
tions. 


“We have to create reasonable 
and enforceable standards," 
said board member Nola 
Kennedy, an initial no vote. “I 
just don't think this proposal 
is there yet." 


Board member Kate Craw- 
ford also was initially op- 
posed, saying the revision 
should more closely follow 
recent guidelines from the 
U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. The 
guidance says fully vaccinat- 
ed people can skip face cover- 
ings and distancing in nearly 
all situations. The state is set 
to follow that recommenda- 
tion on June 15. 


For some members who ini- 
tially rejected the revision, 
the deal-killer was a require- 
ment that employers stock- 
pile N95 masks for workers 
who want them starting July 
È 


Numerous employer groups 
said that requirement will be 
impractical, expensive and tie 
up millions of masks needed 
by health care workers. 


The board plans to consider 


the requirements during its 
June 17 meeting, but further 
revising the rules will be a 
lengthier process. It created a 
new three-member subcom- 
mittee to help its staff craft 
new revisions that then must 
be drafted by Ca/OSHA em- 
ployees before a public re- 
view. 


Without a further revision, 
the revised rules could re- 
main in place into early next 
year even though California 
coronavirus cases have fallen 
dramatically after a severe 
winter spike and as more 
people get vaccinated. 


The workplace rules contrast 
with the state’s plan to fully 
reopen in less than two weeks 
and do away with virtually all 
mask and distancing require- 
ments for vaccinated people. 


More than three-dozen agri- 
business opponents said in a 
letter before the board's vote 
that the revised rules would 
put Newsom “in the awk- 
ward position of needing to 
issue an executive order to 
correct recent actions taken 
by a Newsom Administra- 
tion state agency.” 





Newsom, a Democrat, faces 
a likely recall election this fall 
largely driven by frustration 
over restrictions he ordered 
during the pandemic. He has 
made the state’s general June 
15 reopening a cornerstone 
of his response. 


Newsom was noncommit- 
tal before the vote but noted 
that Cal/OSHA must apply 
its rules to a wide variety of 
businesses — including plac-

es like meatpacking facilities 


that were hit especially hard 
by the virus. 


The Cal/OSHA regulations 
apply to almost every work- 
place in the state, including 
workers in offices, factories 
and retail operations. Its pan- 
demic rules apply to all em- 
ployees except those working 
from home or where a single 
employee does not have con- 
tact with others. 


"Cal/OSHA is out of step 
with the rest of the coun- 
try” Andrew Sommer said 
on behalf of the California 
Employers COVID-19 Pre- 
vention Coalition before the 
vote. 





Safety board staff member 
Eric Berg said the revised 
rules recognize key differenc- 
es between employees and 
the public at large, including 
that employees have “longer 
cumulative exposures" in the 
workplace than with casual 
social contact. 





The revised rules were sup- 
ported by worker advocates 
and unions including those 
representing teamsters, ma- 
chinists, utility workers, en- 
gineers, nurses and other 
health care workers, and 
school employees. 


"Ihe workplace is not the 
same as deciding to go to a 
dinner party or the gym or 
go to a movie,” said Maggie 
Robbins, occupational health 
specialist with Worksafe Inc., 
an Oakland-based worker ad- 
vocacy group. "There's a lot 
of work to be done before we 
have a substantially immune 
population where we can re- 
lax more of the controls." 





US businesses strugele to fill jobs even as hiring picks up

States picked up in May yet was 
slowed again by the struggles of 
many companies to find enough 
workers to keep up with the 
economy's swift recovery from 
the pandemic recession. 


U.S. employers added 559,000 jobs 
last month, the Labor Department 
said Friday, an improvement 
from April’s sluggish increase of 
278,000. Yet the gain fell well short 
of employers need for labor. The 
unemployment rate fell to 5.896 from 


6.1%. 


The speed of the rebound, fueled 
by substantial federal aid and rising 
vaccinations, has created a disconnect 


unemployed: While companies are 
rushing to add workers immediately, 
many of the unemployed are still 
holding back. Some of the jobless 
are likely seeking better positions 
than they had before the pandemic 
triggered widespread layoffs. Or they 
still lack affordable child care. 


Others still worry about contracting 
COVID-19 or have decided to retire 
early. And a temporary $300-a-week 
federal unemployment benefit, on top 
of regular state jobless aid, has likely 
led many unemployed Americans to 
take time to consider their options. 





That mismatch between employers 
and job seekers resulted in the sharp 


businesses added far fewer jobs than 
economists had forecast and many 
fewer than had been hired in March. 
The disconnect eased somewhat in 
May. But economists say 1t will likely 
persist until early fall, when schools 
reopen, COVID-19 fades further and 
federal unemployment benefits end. 


"Ihere is a gap between the 
economy and labor market," said 
Nela Richardson, chief economist 
at the payroll processing firm ADP 
May's job gains, she said, are *more 
lackluster than one would expect 
given the strong state of economic 
growth.” 


The May jobs report offered a 


trying harder to find workers. They're 
offering more money, for one thing. 
Average hourly pay jumped for a 
second straight month, especially in 
the leisure and hospitality industry, 
which includes restaurants, bars, 
hotels and amusement parks. Hourly 
wages for all workers in that industry, 
except managers, were 6.4% higher 
in May compared with pre-pandemic 
levels — a substantial gain. 


And the number of unemployed who 
say their jobs are permanently lost 
declined in May by the most in five 
months. That's an encouraging sign 
that companies are going beyond just 
recalling workers they had laid off in 
the pandemic.

(AP) — A coalition of 
conservation groups on 
Friday sued the U.S. gov- 
ernment over the Trump 
administration's decision 
to allow construction of 
a new four-lane highway 
through a national con- 
servation area in southern 
Utah that includes pro- 
tected habitat for the Mo- 
jave desert tortoise. 


The group Conserve South- 
west Utah argued the road 
through part of the “sensi- 
tive and scenic” Red Cliffs 
National Conservation Area 
would violate environmental 
laws and put the tortoise and 
several other species at risk. 


There are alternative routes 
that would solve vehicle con- 
gestion problems in the fast- 
growing area and the decision 
to cut through protected land 
sets a dangerous precedent, 
said the lawsuit filed against 
the U.S. Interior Depart- 
ment and the Bureau of Land 
Management. 


The coalition of state and 
national groups that sued 
hope that Democratic Presi- 
dent Joe Biden's administra- 
tion will reverse the decision 


made in January allowing the 
road just before Trump left 
office. 


Todd Tucci, senior attorney 
for the Advocates for the 
West group, called it “in- 
conceivable" that new Inte- 
rior Secretary Deb Haaland 
would support the highway. 


The Interior Department did 
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not immediately respond to 
an emailed request for com- 
ment on the lawsuit. The 
Bureau of Land Management 
declined to comment. 


Mojave desert tortoises, a 
threatened species, weigh up 
to 15 pounds (6.8 kilograms) 
and grow to about 6 inches 
(15 centimeters) high. They 
can live up to 80 years, ac- 
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cording to the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, and spend 
up to 95% of their lives un- 
derground. Their historic 
range includes parts of Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Arizona and 


Utah. 


Roads are problematic for the 
tortoises because they bring 
noise, garbage and lights, as 
well as the possibility of the 


tortoises being hit by cars as 
they slowly make their way 
across pavement, said Tom 
Butain, board president for 
Conserve Southwest Utah. 


"Roads are one of the biggest 
problems tortoises have," he 
said. 


Highway supporters have 
said the four-lane highway 
is needed to keeping traffic 
flowing in the area around 
the city of St. George, which 
has a metro area of about 
170,000 people and is one of 
the fastest-growing parts of 
the U.S. 


Officials in Washington 
County, which encompass- 
es St. George, praised the 
Trump administration deci- 
sion to allow the road, saying 
it strikes a balance between 
protecting the tortoise and 
meeting the community’s 
transportation needs. 


Conservationists have long 
worried that the project 
would be detrimental to 
wildlife and landscapes, some 
recently scorched by wild- 
fires. 





Man exonerated in headphone slaying due to fired detective 


(AP) - A young man serv- 
ing life without parole was 
exonerated Friday in the 
death of a special-needs 
athlete in a case stained by 
a Philadelphia detective 
now charged with sexually 
assaulting witnesses. 


Arkel Garcia, then 19, con- 
fessed to the 2013 slaying 
during an interrogation. by 
former Detective Philip 
Nordo of the Philadelphia 
Police Department. How- 
ever, a judge reversed his 
conviction Friday after both 
sides presented evidence that 
Nardo had sexually groomed 
witnesses in the case and 
prosecutors had suppressed 
his misconduct. 





The victim, 21-year-old 
Christian Massey, was ap- 
parently killed for his $300 
headphones, a pair of Beats 
by Dre he had bought just 
the day before. His family lis- 
tened in court Friday as pros- 
ecutors explained that new 
testing on the DNA found 
on the headphones, which 
were left at the scene, have 
not helped identify another 


suspect. 


Nordo, 55, was fired from 
the force after his 2017 arrest 
in a lengthy indictment that 
charges him with 38 counts 
of rape, institutional sexual 
assault, stalking and other 
crimes. 


Garcia, now 27, had been 
identified by a confidential 
witness who was groomed 
and propositioned by Nardo, 
they said. And his confession 
made little sense. He told the 
detective there were two ac- 
complices in the alley with 
him, although security foot- 
age showed only one assail- 
ant. He also identified. the 
shooter as a man prosecutors 
say could not have pulled the 
trigger because of a serious 
gunshot wound. 





“Look, it's sad for everybody. 
The shooter was never found, 
they never arrested anybody 
for this homicide, an inno- 
cent man was convicted un- 
lawfully, and there's no peace 
for this family,” defense law- 
yer Robert Mozenter said af- 
ter the hearing. 


The case marks the 21st ex- 
oneration for the office of 
District Attorney Larry Kras- 
ner, who frequently sued po- 
lice during his long career as 
a civil rights lawyer. Massey, 
beloved as a "gentle giant," 
had played football and bas- 
ketball in high school and 
competed in Special Olym- 
pics. 


"Nordo used the investiga- 
tion of Massey's murder as 
an opportunity to groom two 
individuals he sexually ex- 
ploited. Both testified before 
investigating grand juries,” 
Assistant District Attorney 
Michael Garmisa told the 
judge Friday. Had the jury 
known that, he said, it might 
not have returned a guilty 
verdict. 


Mozenter had declined to 
take the murder case initially 
because Garcia’s family could 
not afford his fees. Years later, 
after appeals failed, Garcia 
wrote a pro se petition that 
gained traction as Nordo was 
coming under investigation. 
Mozenter then signed on to 


help. 


Garcia is not yet out of pris- 
on, however, and was not in 
court Friday to hear the judge 
undo his conviction. As he 
was being sentenced in 2015, 
he snapped, getting into a 
brawl with court security of- 
ficers. That cost him an ad- 
ditional five- to 10-year term 
that Mozenter still needs to 
address. 


He hopes to resolve it quickly 
since Garcia has served seven 
of those years. 


“He was an angry young 
man, and who wouldn’t be 
under these circumstances?” 
Mozenter said. “The whole 
criminal justice system in 
this case failed him from the 
moment he was arrested. 
The courts failed him. His 
lawyers failed him. The DA 
failed him.” 


That office, under a former 
district attorney, failed to dis- 
close exculpatory evidence 
about Nordo, according to 
a stipulation signed by both 
sides. It includes transcripts 





of prison calls the detective 
made with the confidential 
witness in the case, who was 
groomed, sexually lured and 
promised money from the 
detective, according to the 
document. 


Nordo also made sexual ad- 
vances on Garcia, asking him 
to view pornography with 
him. Garcia refused, his law- 
yer said. 


Nordo was set to go on trial 
in March 2020, just as the 
court shut down because of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
His trial is now set for Octo- 
ber. His lawyer did not have 
an immediate comment on 
Garcia's case. 


Mozenter hopes his client, 
who never finished high 
school, will be out of prison 
by then and out of Philadel- 
phia. 


The plan, he said, is “we get 
him out, get him to go to a 
trade school and go to high 
school, and get the hell out of 
this city, because the streets 
here are terrible.” 
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Syria has likely used chemical weapons 17 times 


(AP) — The head of the 
international chemical 
weapons watchdog told 
the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil that its experts have 
investigated 77 allega- 
tions against Syria, and 
concluded that in 17 cases 
chemical weapons were 
likely or definitely used. 
Fernando Arias called it “a 
disturbing reality” that eight 
years after Syria joined the 
Chemical Weapons Conven- 
tion, which bans the produc- 
tion or use of such weap- 
ons, many questions remain 
about its initial declaration of 
its weapons, stockpiles and 
precursors and its ongoing 
program. 


He said Thursday that the 
Organization for the Prohi- 
bition of Chemical Weapons 
will be taking up a new issue 
at its next consultations with 
Syria -- “the presence of a 
new chemical weapons agent 
found in samples collected 
in large storage containers in 
September 2020.” 


Arias said he sent a letter in- 
forming the Syrian govern- 
ment that he intended to 
send an OPCW team to look 
into this issue from May 18 
to June 1, and requested visas 
but never got a response. He 
said he informed Damascus 
he was postponing the arrival 
to May 28. 


With no reply from Syria by 
May 26, he said, “I decided 


to postpone the mission until 
further notice.” 


Syria was pressed to join the 
Chemical Weapons Conven- 
tion in September 2013 by 
its close ally Russia after a 
deadly chemical weapons at- 
tack that the West blamed on 
Damascus. By August 2014, 
President Bashar — Assad's 
government declared that the 
destruction of its chemical 
weapons was completed. But 
Syria’s initial declaration to 
the OPCW has remained in 
dispute. 


In April 2020, OPCW inves- 
tigators blamed three chemi- 
cal attacks in 2017 on the Syr- 
lan government. The OPCW 
Executive Council respond- 
ed by demanding that Syria 
provide details. 


When it didn’t, France sub- 
mitted a draft measure on 
behalf of 46 countries in No- 
vember to suspend Syria's 
“rights and privileges” in the 
global watchdog. In an un- 
precedented vote on April 21, 
the OPCW suspended Syria’s 
rights until all outstanding is- 
sues are resolved. 





Russia has sharply criticized 
the OPCW and its investiga- 
tors, accusing them of fac- 
tual and technical errors and 
acting under pressure from 
Western nations. 


Russia’s U.N. Ambassador 
Vassily Nebenzia kept up the 
attack on Thursday, accus- 


ing the chemical weapons 
watchdog of using informa- 
tion “from biased sources 
opposed to the Syrian gov- 
ernment,” of collecting evi- 
dence remotely and relying 
on “pseudo witnesses.” 


He said the purpose of the 
council meeting was not to 
“interrogate” Arias by asking 
“uncomfortable” questions, 
as some council members 
said, but “to work collective- 
ly to improve the deplorable 
situation that has evolved in 


the OPCW.” 


“We need to talk frankly with 
the OPCW leadership in or- 
der to preclude further ero- 
sion of its authority and pre- 
vent recurrence of the miser- 
able situation that happened 
in April,” when it voted “to 
incapacitate ... a sovereign 
state that faithfully complies” 
with the Chemical Weapons 
Convention, Nebenzia said. 
“We are concerned over in- 
creasing politicization of its 
work, initiated by our West- 
ern colleagues.” 


The Russian ambassador said 
he was surprised that Arias 
expressed surprise that Syria 
was not cooperating with the 
OPCW investigation team 
charged with determining 
responsibility for chemical 
attacks. 


“It is not surprising that Syria 
never recognized the legiti- 
macy of the group, neither 
did we,” Nebenzia said. “The 





group was established ille- 
gitimately. You cannot expect 
that Syria will be cooperating 
with it.” 


Britains U.N. Ambassador 
Barbara Woodward coun- 
tered that *the facts of this 
case are clear." 


"There are 20 unresolved is- 
sues in Syria's initial chemi- 
cal weapons declaration, 
which is deeply concerning,” 
she said. “The UN and the 
OPCW have attributed eight 
chemical weapons attacks to 
the Syrian regime. It's clear 
that the regime retains a 
chemical weapons capability 
and the willingness to use it." 


Woodward said the Security 
Council will continue to in- 
sist on Syria's full coopera- 
tion with the OPCW, *and 
the full and verifiable de- 
struction of Syria's chemical 
program."

U.S. Deputy  Ambassa- 
dor Richard Mills said “no 
amount of disinformation — 
espoused by Syria and its very 
small number of supporters 
— can negate or diminish the 
credibility of the evidence 
that has been presented to us

“The Assad regime — sup- 
ported by Russia — contin- 
ues to ignore calls from the 
international community to 
fully disclose and verifiably 
destroy its chemical weapons 
program,” Mills said. “With- 
out accountability for the 
atrocities committed against 
the Syrian people, lasting 
peace in Syria will remain out 
of reach. The United States, 
once again, calls for justice 
and accountability as critical 
components to help move 
Syria towards a political reso- 
lution to the conflict.” 





UN agency withdraws director from Gaza aiter threats 


(AP) — The U.N. agen- 
cy for Palestinian refu- 
gees says it has recalled 
its Gaza director after he 
faced threats over remarks 
in which he appeared to 
praise Israel’s “huge so- 
phistication” in carrying 
out precision strikes dur- 
ing last month’s Gaza war. 


UNRWA, which provides 
essential health, education 
and other services in the ter- 
ritory, said late on Thursday 
that it was “seriously con- 
cerned” about the threats, in- 
cluding a “very large protest” 
outside its Gaza headquarters 
on Monday. 


It said Gaza director Matthias 
Schmale and his deputy have 
been recalled to UNRWA's 
headquarters in east Jerusa- 
lem for “consultations.” The 


agency cited media reports 
that “Palestinian factions" 
had declared Schmale and his 
deputy persona non grata in 
Gaza but said it received no 
formal notification to that ef- 
fect. 


In an interview with Israel’s 
Channel 12 TV last month, 
Schmale was asked about Is- 
raeli officials! assertions that 
airstrikes carried out during 
the 11-day war with the terri- 
tory's militant Hamas rulers 
were "very precise." 


“Pm not a military expert but 
I would not dispute that,” 
Schmale replied, adding that 
there was “huge sophistica- 
tion” in how Israel struck 
targets. But he also said col- 
leagues told him the strikes 
were “much more vicious 
in their impact" than in the 


2014 Gaza war. 


Schmale later expressed re- 
eret over the remarks and 
said any civilian deaths were 
unacceptable. 


His original remarks were 
widely circulated in Israeli 
media and online, where they 
were seized upon by Israel's 
supporters as an endorse- 
ment of its conduct and pro- 
voked outrage among Pales- 
tinians. 





Israel carried out hundreds 
of airstrikes on Gaza dur- 
ing the 11-day war, in which 
Hamas and other militant 
groups fired more than 4,000 
rockets at Israel. At least 254 
people were killed in Gaza, 
including 67 children and 
39 women. according to the 
Gaza health ministry. Hamas 


has acknowledged the deaths 
of 80 militants. Twelve civil- 
ians, including two children, 
were killed in Israel, along 
with one soldier. 


UNRWA provides essential 
services to some 5.7 million 
refugees in the occupied West 
Bank, Gaza, Jordan, Lebanon 
and Syria. They include Pal- 
estinians who fled or were 
driven out of what is now 
Israel during the 1948 war 
surrounding its creation and 
their descendants. 


It provides food aid and other 
vital services in Gaza, which 
has been under a crippling Is- 
raeli-Egyptian blockade since 
Hamas seized power from ri- 
val Palestinian forces in 2007. 
Most of Gaza's population of 
2 million are registered refu- 
gees. At the height of the war, 


some 70,000 Gazans shel- 
tered in UNRW/A schools. 


Meanwhile, an Egyptian con- 
voy crossed into Gaza with 
heavy equipment to take part 
in rubble removal ahead of 
preparations for rebuilding 
of thousands of houses and 
businesses destroyed or dam- 
aged during the latest Gaza 
War. 


Excavators, bulldozers and 
trucks entered Gaza through 
the Rafah border crossing 
with Egypt on Friday af- 
ternoon. Egypts state-run 
MENA news agency said 
it was part of “an Egyptian 
commitment to improve the 
living conditions” in Gaza. 


Egypt brokered the cease-fire 
that ended the Israel-Hamas 
fighting. 
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Hundreds net near GUNN Kong park despite vigil ban 


(AP) — Hundreds of people gath- 
ered near a Hong Kong park Fri- 
day despite a ban on an annual 
candlelight vigil to remember 
China’s deadly crackdown in Bei- 
jing’s Tiananmen Square, and the 
arrest earlier in the day of an or- 
ganizer of previous vigils. 


Hong Kong police banned the vigil 
for a second straight year, citing coro- 
navirus social distancing restrictions, 
although there have been no local 
cases in the semi-autonomous Chi- 
nese city for about six weeks. 


Police closed off parts of Victoria Park 
— the venue of past vigils — in the 
city’s Causeway Bay shopping district 
and warned people not to participate 
in unauthorized assemblies, which is 
illegal with punishment of of up to 
five years imprisonment. 


Despite the ban and a heavy police 
presence, hundreds of people still 
showed up Friday night to walk along 
the park’s perimeter. 


Many illuminated the flashlights on 
their smartphones while others lit 
candles in remembrance of the hun- 
dreds, 1f not thousands of people who 
lost their lives when China's military 
put down student-led pro-democra- 
cy protests in Beijing at Tiananmen 
Square on June 4, 1989. 


In past years, tens of thousands of 
people have gathered in Victoria Park 
to honor the dead. Thousands at- 
tended last year despite the ban, light- 
ing candles and singing songs. Police 
later charged more than 20 activists 
with participating in the event. 


Edward Yeung, one of those partici- 
pating in Friday night's event, flicked 
on a lighter instead of a candle and 
said authorities are “scared of the 
people.” 


“They're scared that people will re- 
member all this. They want to wash 


it all away,” he said.

Kong Alliance which organized Hong 
Kong's annual candlelight vigil, the 
group said. 


Although police did not identi- 
fy Chow, they said they arrested a 
36-year-old woman from the Hong 
Kong Alliance as she was publicizing 
an unauthorized assembly via social 
media despite the police ban on the 
vigil. 


After the ban was issued, Chow urged 
people to commemorate the event 
privately by lighting candles wher- 
ever they are. 


Chow, a lawyer, said in an earlier in- 
terview with The Associated Press 
that she expected to be jailed. 


“Pm already being persecuted for 
participating and inciting last year's 
candlelight vigil,” she said. “If I con- 
tinue my activism in pushing for de- 
mocracy in Hong Kong and China, 
surely they will come after me at 


the students’ union. 


Some gathered in churches Friday 
night to mark June 4 and pray for the 
victims. 


Clare Ho, a postgraduate student, 
said she participated in previous vigils 
but decided to attend Mass this year 
to pray for the victims because the 
vigil was banned. 


“I feel like the least I can do as a Hong 
Konger, and as a Catholic, I just feel 
like coming here to pray for them is 
something I should do,” she said. 


As Chinese authorities seek to curb 
remembrances, they seem confident 
that the passage of time will erase 
memories of Tiananmen. 


The government made no response 
to an appeal from Tiananmen Moth- 
ers, published on the Human Rights 
in China website, urging the party 
to release official records about the 
crackdown, provide compensation 
for those killed and injured and hold 
those responsible to account. 


Tiananmen Mothers said many 


young Chinese have “grown up in a 
false sense of prosperous jubilance 
and enforced glorification of the

government (and) have no idea of or 
refuse to believe what happened on 


June 4, 1989.” 


The suppression of the Tiananmen 
commemorations has been accompa- 
nied in recent years by harsh repres- 
sion of religious and ethnic minorities 
in Tibet, the northwestern region of 
Xinjiang and Inner Mongolia, along 
with the sharp curtailing of political 
rights in Hong Kong. 


"China's authoritarian regime has 
used another kind of force — en- 
forced amnesia — in its attempts to 
bury the truth of the brutal crimes it 
committed against its people,” Hu- 
man Rights in China said in a state- 
ment. 


In self-governing Taiwan, activists 
who host an annual Tiananmen me- 
morial moved mostly online as the 
island faces its worst outbreak of the 
coronavirus pandemic. A temporary 
memorial pavilion was set up in Tai- 
pei for people to leave flowers and 
other mementoes. 


The U.S. State Department issued a 
statement of support for those advo- 
cating for victims and pursuing the 
truth. 


“We must never stop seeking trans- 
parency on the events of that day, in- 
cluding a full accounting of all those 
killed, detained, or missing,” the 
statement said. 


Chinese Foreign Ministry spokes- 
person Wang Wenbin denounced the 
statement as interference in China's 
internal affairs and said the U.S. 
should “first look at itself in a mirror 
and reflect on its own poor record in 
human rights.” 


“In what position can the U.S. lecture 
others on human rights?” he said, cit- 
ing the 1921 massacre of Black resi- 
dents in Tulsa, Oklahoma, discrimi- 
nation against minorities and U.S.

"I cannot imagine a better 
occasion for a contract re- 
newal," Tuchel said. "I am 
grateful for the experience 
and very happy to stay part 
of the Chelsea family. There

Chelsea had already secured a 
spot in next season's Cham- 
pions League by finishing 
fourth in the Premier League. 
The west London club also 
reached the final of the FA 
Cup, losing to Leicester 1-0.

"Returning us to the top four 
in the Premier League was 
crucial, Granovskaia said,

crowned a remarkable season 
at Chelsea." 


Olympic champ Rollins-MeNeal banned 5 years in doping case 


(AP) — Olympic hurdles 
champion Brianna Roll- 
ins-McNeal was banned 
for five years on Friday in 
a doping case, ruling her 
out of this year's Tokyo 
Games and the 2024 Paris 
Games. 


The Athletics Integrity Unit 
said the American's second 
career ban was for "tamper- 
ing within the results man- 
agement process" of doping 
control samples. 


The 29-year-old hurdler's 
ban runs to August 2024, 
days after the Paris Olympics 
finish. 

However, Rollins-McNeal 
has started an appeal which 
could yet let her run in the 
100-meter hurdles at next 
month's Tokyo Olympics. 


The Court of Arbitration for 
Sport made an interim deci- 
sion to freeze her ban so she 


can run at this month's U.S. 
Olympic trials, the AIU said. 


The full appeal will be heard 
before the Tokyo Olympics 


open on July 23. 


Details of the disciplinary 
case were not published by 
the AIU, which cited con- 
fidentiality reasons. Those 
could be related to medical 


records.

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‘It's me: Williams urges herself to erase deficit at French 





(AP) — Even a 23-time 
Grand Slam champion 
needs to remind herself 
now and then how to play 
winning tennis. 


Serena Williams employed 
verbal motivation to help her 
recover from a 4-1 deficit in 
the second set of a 6-4, 6-4 
victory over fellow American 
Danielle Collins in the third 
round of the French Open on 
Friday. 


Yelling, "C'mon," and, "Move 
your feet, Williams started 
dominating again with big 
serves and crushed returns 
that the 50th-ranked Collins 
had no answer for. 

"That felt really good for me," 
WAlliams said. "Things were 
not going my way. Its not 
like she gave me those games. 
I had to earn it and turn it 
around. That was really posi- 
tive for me going into the 
next match. 


"I needed to find me, know 
who I am," Williams added. 
"Nobody is Serena out here. 
It's me. It's pretty cool." 


The turnaround was also 
evidenced in Collins" body 
language and conversations 
with herself. The Floridian, 
who grew up emulating the 
Williams sisters and playing 
on public courts just like they 
did, let her racket drop from 
her hands and then kicked 
it away in frustration after 
missing one particularly im- 
portant shot. 


Collins also sarcastically 
said, "That's excellent," after 
shanking another shot fol- 
lowing a long rally that ap- 
peared to conclude with an 
awkward bounce in the final 
game. 

Williams needed three sets to 
get by Mihaela Buzarnescu in 
the previous round and she 
clearly did not want to go the 
distance again this time. Even 


when a series of untimely 
double-faults early in the 
second set enabled Collins to 
win four consecutive games. 

Williams' determination was 
also witnessed during the 
first set, when she ran down 
a drop shot from behind the 
court and won the point to 


break for a 4-3 lead. 


When it was done, Williams 
and Collins both smiled as 
they shared a friendly em- 
brace at the net. 


Collins said that she told Wil- 
liams she would "love to see 
her win the whole thing." 
"She's the greatest player of 
all time," Collins added. "I 
think we all admire and love 
Serena, especially the Ameri- 
can players. It was pretty sur- 
real today to go out there and 
be playing against somebody 
I remember watching at age 9 
and 10." 

Still chasing a record-tying 
24th Grand Slam singles ti- 
tle, the 39-year-old Williams 
next faces 21st-seeded Elena 
Rybakina, who defeated Ele- 
na Vesnina 6-1, 6-4 to reach 
the fourth round for the first 
time at a major. 


Meanwhile, Russian player 
Yana Sizikova was released 
from police custody after 
being arrested on suspicion 
of match-fixing during last 
years tournament in Paris. 
The 26-year-old Sizikova de- 
nies the allegations.

women's players continue to 
exit Roland Garros. 

The latest to go home was 
third-seeded Aryna Sabalen- 
ka, who was upset by Anasta- 
sia Pavlyuchenkova 6-4, 2-6, 
6-0. 


Sabalenka had been the high- 
est remaining seed after top- 
ranked Ash Barty retired from 
her second-round match due 
to an injury on Thursday. 
Second-seeded Naomi Osa- 
ka withdrew after the first 
round, saying she is taking a 
break from competition for 
mental health reasons. 
Sabalenka's 39 unforced er- 
rors helped Pavlyuchenkova 
reach the fourth round for 
the first time since she made 
it to the quarterfinals in Paris 
a decade ago. 


"That was a while ago," the 
31st-seeded Pavlyuchenkova 
said. "Im enjoying much 
more now every point (in) 
the tough matches than I 
used to before. I guess that 
also (is) the reason why I'm 
still here in the second week." 
Pavlyuchenkova's next op- 
ponent will be Victoria Aza- 
renka, who beat 23rd-seeded 
Madison Keys 6-2, 6-2 in 70 
minutes. 


Early in the afternoon, play 
was interrupted briefly by 
rain on all courts besides the 
main stadium — where the 
roof was closed. Federico 
Delbonis said the interrup- 
tion helped him calm down 
after stress started to get hold 





of him toward the end of the 
second set of his match with 
Fabio Fognini. 


Delbonis took a quick show- 
er and eventually prevailed 
6-4, 6-1, 6-3. 

Fognini required treatment 
from a trainer after bloody- 
ing his hand by punching his 
racket strings in frustration 
multiple times early in the 
second set. 


Following a marathon five- 
set battle, Alejandro Da- 
vidovich Fokina upset 15th- 
seeded Casper Ruud 7-6 
(3), 2-6, 7-6 (6), 0-6, 7-5 in 
4 hours, 35 minutes. In the 
final game, which lasted 16 
minutes, Davidovich Fokina 
hit an underhand serve to 
save a break point. Ruud ap- 
peared surprised by the serve 
and had to scramble to get in 
position for a backhand re- 
turn that he netted. 


Kei Nishikori followed up 
two consecutive five-setters 
with a one-set victory, reach- 
ing the second week of the 
clay-court Grand Slam for 
the seventh time after quali- 
fier Henri Laaksonen retired 
with a thigh injury while 
trailing 7-5. 





Nishikori will next play 
sixth-seeded Alexander 
Zverev, who beat Laslo Djere 
6-2, 7-5, 6-2. Second-seeded 
Daniil Medvedev also ad- 
vanced, with a straight-set 
win over big serving Reilly 


Opelka of the United States. 





F1 race in Singapore canceled over pandemic concerns 


(AP) — Formula One on 
Friday canceled the Sin- 
gapore Grand Prix for the 
second year in a row be- 
cause of the coronavirus 
pandemic. 


The street course race in Sin- 
gapore under floodlights had 
been scheduled for Oct. 3. 

Singapore has largely relied 
on tight entry restrictions and 
contact tracing to keep infec- 
tions low during the pan- 
demic. Organizers said they 
would not be able to deliver 
"a full event experience fans 
have come to expect over the 
years, while safeguarding the 
health and safety of our fans, 
contractors, volunteers and 


staff." 


"We understand that our fans 
were looking forward to an- 
other edition of the Formula 
1 Singapore Grand Prix," said 


Colin Syn, deputy chairman 
of the Singapore GP. "To can- 
cel the event for a second 
year is an incredibly difficult 
decision, but a necessary one 
in light of the prevailing re- 
strictions for live events in 
Singapore. 


The pandemic has already 
caused numerous changes 
to the 2021 calendar. The 
season-opener in Australia 
was postponed from March 
to November and the Cana- 
dian Grand Prix set for June 
13 was canceled. Two other 
races in China and Turkey 
were postponed indefinitely. 
As speculation mounted ear- 
lier Friday about Singapore's 
imminent removal from the 
schedule, reports indicated 
F1 might schedule a second 
event in the United States 
this season. The series is 
scheduled to race at Circuit 


of the Americas in Austin, 
Texas, on Oct. 24. 

The 2021 Singapore Grand 
Prix was scheduled to race 
Oct. 3 between the Russian 
and Japanese grand prix. The 
current schedule has a two- 
week window between the 
Oct. 10 race in Japan and the 
Oct. 24 race in Austin. After 
the Texas race, F1 travels to 
Mexico City the following 
week. 


COTA Chairman Bobby 
Epstein told The Associated 
Press discussions of a second 
race in the U.S., or a second 
race at COTA, are "paddock 
rumors." 


Indianapolis Motor Speed- 
way hosted F1 from 2000 to 
2007 and new track owner 
Roger Penske wants the se- 
ries back at the speedway. 
Penske told AP "we're not in 


any position at the moment" 
to host F1 in 2021. 


Indianapolis last weekend 
hosted 135,000 spectators for 
the Indianapolis 500 for the 
largest sporting event in the 
world since the start of the 
pandemic. 





In the pandemic-shortened 
2020 season, Formula One 
held consecutive races at 
Austria's Red Bull Ring, Sil- 
verstone in England and the 
Bahrain International Cir- 
cuit. In each case, the season 
calendar was arranged to al- 
low two weeks at each track.
